DON’T LET SNOW KILL YOU 
The simple act of shoveling snow off drives 
and walks kills hundreds of homeowners every 
winter. Your chances of suffering a fatal or 
disabling heart attack increase with age. But 
you can shovel snow and survive by following 
a few simple rules. 
Approach the chore leisurely. Take a cue from 
the athlete and warm up first to loosen muscles 
and stimulate circulation. Use a small shovel 
with a sharp edge. Do your work before eating, 
or wait an hour after eating when the heart is 
no longer working overtime to bring blood to 
digestive organs. 
Rest a few minutes if you begin to feel out of 
breath. Stop immediately if there is a tightness 
in the chest or pain beneath the breastbone. 
After you have cleared away heavy accumula­ 
tions 
of snow, spread 
calcium chloride to 
melt the final stubborn layer. The chemical 
UTll quickly turn snow and ice to slush, which 
you can easily blade off. And it’s much easier 
on the heart than chipping away with a shovel. 
Calcium chloride is widely used to melt ice 
on streets and highways. It melts ice down to 
50 degrees and is available from most hard­ 
ware and building supply stores. You can buy 
it in 20, 25, 80 and 100 pound bag <. 
Use a shovel, scoop or empty coffee can to 
sprinkle the calcium chloride sparingly over 
your sidewalk or driveway. Apply about 1/4 
pound per square yard, or slightly more if the 
ice is very thick, The ice will begin melting 
immediately. 
Concrete less than four years old, unless it is 
the air entrained type, should be surface treated 
with a sealing compound to prevent pitting or 
scaling before you apply any de-icer. 
Don’t 
use de-icers 
containing 
ammonium 
sulphate or ammonium nitrate. These chemicals 
are extremely corrosive to concrete. They at­ 
tack all types, including air entrained concrete, 
and should not be used under any circumstances. 
Moreover, they usually cost more than the" 
equally effective but harmless calcium chloride. 
Don’t tackle the job of shoveling snow with 
the vigor of a teenager unless you are a teen- 
ager. 
A shovel - full of fluffy snow weighs 
about four pounds. Shoveling ten loads per 
minutes is equivalent to walking up three 
flights of stairs in the same time. Wet snow 
is even heavier and makes the same work 
equivalent to climbing to the seventh floor in 
one minute. 
1 he cold air may make you feel twenty years 
younger. Don’t believe it. If you must shovel 
snow, take it easy. If you can, hand the shovel 
to a teenager and get your exercise some other 
way.

federal

‘UNFAIR’ 
Despite the fact that his plant 
was acquired 
by a 
housing 
authority and lie was forced 
to close It, a New Jersey man­ 
ufacturer has !>een accused by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board of “ unfair labor prac­ 
tice” because he neglected to 
bargain with his union prior 
to shutting down. 
The 
ruling, 
regarded 
as 
one 
of the strangest 
ever 
handed 
down by tiie NLRB, 
was made against the Royal 
Plating 
and Polishing Com­ 
pany of Newark. 
In 
1962 the 
Newark 
Housing 
Authority 
informed the compan> that It 
was taking over the plant as 
part of a housing development 
site. 
The company had no 
re ­ 
course, since the authority said 
It would acquire the property 
by condemnation If the company 
declined to sell. The owner 
was permitted to stay on the 
premises on a month-to-month 
tenancy, but with the u n d e r­ 
standing that the plant would 
have to be surrendered at the 
end of six months. 
With 
that in mind the em ­ 
ployer refused new orders and 
began liquidating his business, 
gradually laying off employees. 
In three months the plant was 
closed. 
The NLRB ruled, however, 
that the company should have 
remained In business until the

Communism has a showcase 
nearby in Cuba. 
The P ress may ascertain that 
in 1958 there were 58 news­ 
papers being printed daily in 
Cuba, In 1963 there were nine. 
In 1959 Cuba had eight uni­ 
versities with 30,000 students. 
Today 
communist Cuba 
has 
three universities with 15,000 
students. 
There were 4,059 urban pu!>- 
lic bases in Cuba. Today there 
are 2,952. Spare parts for motor 
vehicles are almost Impossible 
to obtain, 
Cuban labor enjoyed many ad­ 
vantages before Castro pride- 
fully revealed that he Is and 
has always U'en a communist. 
Now labor in Cuba lias been 
deprived of Its right to collec­ 
tive bargaining and the protec­ 
tion of a minimum wage regula­ 
tion, 30 days paid vacations 
and sick leave. 
These are some of the truths 
about life in the communist 
“ showcase of the Caribbean” 
and proofs of what communism 
in practice really means. 
The C astro tyranny Is upheld 
only by force, sustained upon 
the bayonets of thousands of 
Russian troops and a tough

NEW YORK (,APy —Friends, 
never mind about your diseases 
today. Let rne tell you about 
my gout. 
Now, don’t laugh. If you do, 
it will show you have the in­ 
telligence quotient of an un­ 
derprivileged baboon. Only ig­ 
norant people any longer laugh 
at gout. 
But as soon as one adm its 
he is suffering from gout, nine 
out of 10 of his friends start 
grinning and say things like: 
” 1 thought only English lords 
got that.” 
“ Boy, you must have been 
burning the candle at both ends, 
I hear it comes only from high 
living.” 
And that merely shows the 
widespread depth of ignorance 
still prevailing about one of 
mankind's oldest and sorriest 
afflictions. 
The 
worst thing 
about gout, aside from the ex. 
cruciating pain it brings, is the 
loneliness of it. People think 
your pangs are a heaven-sent 
and well-deserved punishment. 
The theory that gout comes 
from too much low or high liv­ 
ing dies hard. The truth Is, of 
course, that gout is merely a 
penalty of — living. 
Take my case. I’ll admit 
straightway that I have never 
been one to avoid the Joys of 
the loaded table or the liounty 
poured from bottles. 
But on Jan. 1 finding 1 was 
30 pounds overweight, I took 
a mighty 
pledge. 
1 climbed 
aboard 
the old water wagon 
and went on a kpartan <jJ»t. 
No rich foods have thence 


passed these clenched teeth.Or 
'the tiniest sip of beer or bour­ 
bon, vodka or wine, has gurgled 
down this parched throat. I 
have lived like an anchorite in 
his cell, eaten less than an an­ 
emic sparrow, and doneat least 
99 deep knee bends every day. 
Even chewed a few raw carrots. 
I lost seven pounds, 
then 
came down with my worst at­ 
tack of gout in 18 years. For the 
better part of a week, I have 
been largely bed-bound, cursing 
Aesculapius and calling on Zeus 
for relief. 
When I finally limped back 
into the office, wan and weak, it 
was to be met with such greet­ 
ings as, “ Been living it up 
again, eh?” 
From my experience I might 
conclude Just the opposite: that 
gout 
comes 
from too much 
clean living. But that would be 
In error. 
As a matter of fact,however, 
the pill-and-potion people still 
find gout something of a mys­ 
tery. It seem s to be a meta­ 
bolic upset, sometimes heredi­ 
tary and a kind of cousin of 
arthritis. 
It flares up again when uric 
acid crystals are deposited in a 
bone joint. 
Your 
foot 
then 
swells, turns red, and feels as 
if It contained a maddened por­ 
cupine trying to get out—with 
all quills spread. 
Gout is a democratic dis­ 
ease. It attacks in cottages 
and castles, monasteries and 
mansions, it is also pretty much 
a manly disease. Only one in 
20 victims is a wM,nan. 


WASHINGTON — Som eofthe 
worst dens of imqu.ty near any 
American military base await 
American soldiers as they leave 
Keesler Air Force Base near 
Gulfport and Biloxi, Miss. 
Though a few gambling joints 
and houses of prostitution im­ 
mediately adjacent to Keesler 
have been declared off lim its, 
the rest of the area is wide 
open.

Keesler,

gambling joint

One dry- 
cleaning establishment which 
has changed hands four tim es in 
the last year has suddenly be­ 
come prosperous. It handles 
more than drycleaning, how­ 
ever. 
The 
racketeers, especially 
the dope peddlers, whose lives 
have been difficult of late in 
New 
Orleans 
and 
Mobile, 
have moved over to Keesler. 
About twelve years ago the 
late Sen. Lester Hunt of Wyom­ 
ing, chairman of the Senate Pre­ 
paredness Subcommittee, came 
to the Gulfport-Biloxiarea, con­ 
ducted and Investigation, and 
warned Mississippi authorities 
that Keesler would be closed 
down 
unless 
vice conditions 
were cleaned up. Gov. Hugh 
White of Mississippi acted on 
the warning. Vice was cleaned 
up. 
Since 
then 
the racketeers 
have moved back and are now 
more flagrant than ever. 
The Kennedy.Johnson admin­ 
istrations in Washington have 
followed a complacent policy 
regarding the Gulf area. Rep. 
William Colrner, the Democrat 
who represents the district, for 
four years has blocked the Ken­ 
nedy aid to education bill in the 
Rules Committee. He worked in 
cooperation* wltlr Rep. Jim De­ 
laney of New York, the friend of 


Cardinal Spellman. Meanwhile 
he got $893,800 of Federal funds 
annually for Biloxi and Gulfport 
schools because this is an im­ 
pacted area. Meanwhile also, 
President Johnson has bowed 
to the blocking tactics and sub­ 
mitted a revamped education 
bill giving aid to Catholic school 
students. 
However, the Defense Depart­ 
ment has no excuse for being 
complacent regarding the vice 
lords who prey on American 
soldiers.

ing millions of dollars every 
year from the skimpy retire­ 
ment incomes of the aged. 
Hie subcommittee said an 
accurate count is impossible, 
but added that $1 billion a year 
"w as mentioned most often" by 
knowledgeable witnesses m Its 
1904 hearings. 
Die report said quacks sell

everything from 
phony arthritis "c u re s" to de­ 
vices "guaranteed" to restore 
youth and remove wrinkles,

Value of Farm 
Land Will 
Continue 
Upward Climb 


COLUM BIA, 
Mo. 
— 
The 
average value of Missouri farm 
land and buildings ’continued 
its upward climb in 1964, ac­ 
cording to Frank M iller, 
MU 
professor emeritus of agricul­ 
tural economics. This upward 
trend is expected to continue, 
he said. 
M iller noted that the 1964 
average for Missouri farmland 
was $139 per acre compared 
with $116 in 1960. At the same 
time, *the average value per 
farm advanced from $22,094 
to $30,600, reflecting an in­ 
crease in price per acre and 
in number of acres per farm. 
The increase in dollar value 
per acre has been greatest in 
the metropolitan counties where 
land is being transferred to ur­ 
ban uses, M iller stated. The 
sale price of tracts being de­ 
veloped for industrial and resi­ 
dential sites has become the 
asking price for other land. 
“ In a seller's market like 
we have had the past 16 years, 
the asking price tends to be­ 
come the transfer price,” M il­ 
ler 
added. 
Another 
price- 
raising factor is a strong de­ 
mand for relatively small tracts 
to enlarge existing operating 
units. 
M iller expects the upward 
trend in land values to contin­ 
ue for these reasons: 
Cities will continue to ex­ 
pand. People will buy and hold 
tracts that are not yet needed 
for urban uses in the hope of 
capital gains. 
Farm s will continue to in­ 
crease in size. Bids by own­ 
ers who are not operating at 
full capacity will exceed the 
earning value of small tracts 
(.40 to 160 acres). This is so be­ 
cause unit costs of 
operating 
machinery can be reduced by 
spreading 
the overhead over 
more units of annual use, and 
the reduction will be capitalized 
into land values. 
The supply of land offered for 
sale 
is 
low 
in relation to 
demand. 
New technology in the form of 
high yielding crop varieties, 
fertilizer, herbicides, insecti­ 
cides, and mechanization are 
reducing production costs. Part 
of this gain will be capitalized 
into land values. 
Road construction is making 
more land available for residen­ 
tial and other uses. Bids for 
this land will exceed its earn­ 
ings value in agriculture. 
Further increases in the gen­ 
eral price level are expected. 
People who do not expect to 
farm will continue to buy real 
estate as a hedge against fur­ 
ther inflation. 
Land, even when mortgaged, 
will have a tax advantage over 
savings accounts and securi­ 
ties as long as the price trend 
is upward, and will continue 
to attract investors because of 
the prospect of capital gains. 
The general trend in land val­ 
ues will be upward, despite 
higher interest rates on farm 
loans and low income because 
of unsatisfactory cattle prices 
and drought in some localities 
which may cause a few farms 
to sell at liargain prices. 
A price depressing factor is 
that taxes on urban fringe land 
remaining in agriculture may 
be raised through higher as­ 
sessments based on a market 
price which reflects anticipa­ 
tion of substantial capital gains 
when the land is converted into 
residential and business uses. 
However, this will not counter­ 
act the price Increasing forces, 
particularly In expanding urban 
areas. M iller said.

The simple act of shoveling snow off drives 
and walks kills hundreds of homeowners every 
winter. Your chances of suffering a fatal or 
disabling heart attack increase with age. But 
you can shovel snow and survive by following 
a few simple rules. 
Approach the chore leisurely. Take a cue from 
the athlete and warm up first to loosen muscles 
and stimulate circulation. I so a small shovel 
with a sharp edge. Do your work before eating, 
or wait an hour after eating when the heart is 
no longer working overtime to bring blood to 
digestive organs. 
Rest a few minutes if you begin to feel out of 
breath. Stop immediately if there is a tightness 
in the chest or pain beneath the breastbone. 
After you have cleared away heavy accumula­ 
tions 
of snow, spread 
calcium chloride to 
melt the final stubborn layer. The chemical 
tt’Ml quickly turn snow and ice to slush, which 
you can easily blade off. And it’s much easier 
on the heart than chipping away with a shovel. 
Calcium chloride is widely used to melt ice 
on streets and highways. It melts ice down to 
50 degrees and is available from most hard­ 
ware and building supply stores. You can buv 
it in 20, 25, 80 and 100 pound bag 
Use a shovel, scoop or empty coffee can to 
sprinkle the calcium chloride sparingly over 
your sidewalk or driveway. Apply about 1/4 
pound per square yard, or slightly more if the 
ice is very thick, The ice will begin melting 
immediately. 
Concrete less than four years old, unless it is 
the air entrained type, should be surface treated 
with a sealing compound to prevent pitting or 
sealing before you apply any de-icer. 
Don’t 
use de-icers 
containing 
ammonium 
sulphate or ammonium nitrate. These chemicals 
are extremely corrosive to concrete. They at­ 
tack all types, including nir entrained concrete, 
and should not be used under any circumstances. 
Moreover, they usually cost more than the 
equally effective but harmless calcium chloride. 
Don’t tackle the job of shoveling snow with 
the vigor of a teenager unless you are a teen­ 
ager. 
A shovel - full of fluffy snow weighs 
about four pounds. Shoveling ten loads per 
minutes is equivalent to walking up three 
flights of stairs in the same time. Wet snow 
is even heavier and makes the same work 
equivalent to climbing to the seventh floor in 
one minute. 
The cold air may make you feel twenty years 
younger. Don’t believe it. If you must shovel 
snow, take it easy. If you can, hand the shovel 
to a teenager and get your exercise some other 
way.

DON’T LET SNOW KILL YO I 
The simple aet of shoveling snow off drives 
and walks kills hundreds of homeowners every 
winter. Your chances of suffering a fatal or 
disabling heart attack increase with age. But 
you can shovel snow and survive by following 
a few simple rules. 
Approach the chore leisurely. Take a cue from 
the athlete and warm up first to loosen m uscles 
and stimulate circulation. Use a sm all shovel 
with a sharp edge. Do your work before cating, 
or wait an hour after cating when the heart is 
no longer working overtim e to bring blood to 
digestive organs. 
Rest a few minutes if you begin to feel out of 
breath. Stop immediately if there is a tightness 
in the chest or pain beneath the breastbone. 
After you have cleared away heavy accum ula­ 
tions 
of snow, spread 
calcium chloride to 
melt the final stubborn laver. The chemical 
UMI quickly turn snow and ice to slush, which 
you can easily blade off. And it’s much easier 
on the heart than chipping away with a shovel. 
Calcium chloride is widely used to melt ice 
on streets and highways. It m elts ice down to 
50 degrees and is available from most hard­ 
ware and building supply stores. You can buy 
it in 20, 25, 80 and IOO pound bag *. 
Use a shovel, scoop or empty coffee can to 
sprinkle the calcium chloride sparingly over 
your sidewalk or driveway. Apply about 1/4 
pound per square yard, or slightly m ore if the 
ice is very thick, The ice will begin melting 
immediately. 
Concrete le ss than four years old, unless it is 
the air entrained type, should be surface treated 
with a sealing compound to prevent pitting or 
sealing before you apply any de-icer. 
Don’t 
use d e-icers 
containing 
ammonium 
sulphate or ammonium nitrate. These chem icals 
are extremely corrosive to concrete. They at­ 
tack all types, including air entrained concrete, 
and should not be used under any circum stances. 
Moreover, 
they usually cost more than the 
equally effective but harm less calcium chloride. 
Don’t tackle the job of shoveling snow with 
the vigor of a teenager unless you are a teen­ 
ager. 
A shovel - full of fluffy snow weighs 
about 
four 
pounds. 
Shoveling ten loads per 
minutes 
is 
equivalent to walking up three 
flights of stairs in the sam e time. Wet snow 
is 
even 
heavier and makes the sam e work 
equivalent to climbing to the seventh floor in 
one minute. 
The cold air may make you feel twenty years 
younger. Don’t believe it. If you must shovel 
snow, take it easy. If you can, hand the shovel 
to a teenager and get your exercise some other 
way.

McFadin indicated that he ex-
